Three Soldiers are Named for 
Military Cross. 


Gen. Pershing Approves Giv- 
ing of Decorations. 


Veterans of Regular Army to 
Head Our Lists. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Tuesday, March 19.— 
Gen. Pershing, the American com- 
mander-in-chief, has approved the 
awarding of the first new American 
military crosses for extraordinary 
heroism. The recipients are Lieut. 
John O. Green, Sergt. William Nor- 
ton and Sergt. Patrick Walsh. 

The crosses were awarded for “ex- 
traordinary heroism in connection 
with military operations against an 
armed enemy.” 

“Lieut. Green, while in a dugout, 
on the records as the first to receive 
the honor, for his name is first on 
the list of three approved by the 
commander-in-chief. The exploits 
of these men are described by the 

neral commanding their division as 
ollows: 

“I recommend that the dis- 
tinguished service cross be awarded 
to the officer and men named here- 


by acts of extraordinary heroism. 
“Lieut. Green, whil in a dugout, 
having been wounded by an enemy 
hand grenade, was summoned to 
sumender. He refused to do so. Re- 
turning the fire of the enemy, he 
wounded one and pursued the hos- 
tile party. 
“Bergt. Norton, finding himself in 
a dugout surrounded by the enemy, 
into which a grenade had just been 
thrown, refused to surrender and 
made a bold dash outside, killing 
one of his assailants. By so joing he 
saved his company’s log book. 
Verst. Walsh followed his com- 
pany commander to the first lines 
in spite of a severe The 
captain being killed, he assumed 
command of the group and at- 
tacked a superior force of the ene- 
my. inflicting severe loss upon 
them. Though of advanced age, he 
refused to leave the front.” 
To these recommendations Gen. 
Pershing appended the following: - 
“The commander-in-chief ap- 
proves the recommendations for 
awards of distinguished service 
crosses. They are not on hand at 
present, but will be forwarded when 
received and will be presented by 
you in the name of the commander- 
in-chief with suitable ceremony.” 


Iieut. Green and Sergts. Norton 
and Walsh all have received the 
French war cross, Norton and Walsh 
being decorated personally by Pre- 
mier Clemenceau on March 3. 

Lieut. Green, an artillery officer. 
was wounded by shell fire early in 
March. Sergt. Nortos, a veteran in 
service, formerly resided in Arkan- 
sas. He was decorated by Premier 
Clemenceau for his act in killing 
a German Heutenant and two Ger- 
man soldiers. He was challenged by 
the lleutenant to leave his dugout 
and led out his men fighting.

among Irishmen. 

“We say not oly are we willing 
to consider it, but we will consider 
it wholeheartedly, with a view to 
see if we can meet you.” 

Since the convention met I myself 
have never interfered in the slight- 
est degree with the proposals or the 
mediations of that august body. 

My own belief is that it is the duty 
of that body to traverse with good 
temper, with good humor, and, above 
all, with calm intelligence, every 
inch of the ground that is possible 
to be traversed. 

I don't think the convention 
ought to cease their labors so long 
as there is any possible proposa 
which they ought to consider. I don't 
disguise from myself the fact—1 
would indeed be a very poor states- 
man if I did—that having once set 
the convention into motion it will be 
a matter of very grave anxiety as 
to what will happen if the conven- 
tion breaks up. 

If it does, I understand, there is 
an idea that the government itself 
will try ite hand, and they will have 


the full advantage of trying ~ 
n 


hand without any interference u 
my part, and I, on the other hand, 
will have the full advantage of exer- 
cising my unbiased judgment on such 
proposals as they may be able to 
formulate, and if I think n proper 
that is, if I think they are in any 
wise reasonable—of taking them 
over to you and submitting them 
to you for your opinion upon them. 
The question of a government such 
as we are confronted with is not 
a political question at all. It is a 
question—and I am reaily only talk- 
ing a platitude when I say so—this 
is a question which is going to af- 
fect every moment, day and night, 
of the daily businesses and lives in 
public and in private of every citi- 
zen over whom that government is 
composed, and therefore we cannot 
be expected for any indirect reason, 
or by reason of the creation of any 
dense of atmosnhere—we cannot be 


expected to divert ourselves from the 


task of calmly considering whether 
the proposed government is one un- 
der which we can expect to live 
happily or not. 

So far for the Irish situation. I 
am sorry it bas come into play at 
all. I do not think it ought ever 
to have been allowed to come into 
play at all. 

God knows it is enough to carry 
our sorrows and anxieties in the Eu- 
ropean situation created by the 
world’s war without having had put 
upon us the additional burden of 
bearing the anxieties of changes of 
government in the middle of this 
war. 

Great problems of reconstruction 
are facing us all round in relation 
to the whole fabric of society and 
the fabric of commerce, but the re- 
construction of the shattered frames 
stands in advance of all others. The 
reconstruction of commerce is an- 
other matter with which we will be 
directly confronted. I myself had been 
sitting before the war cabinet before 
I left for some months on a com- 
mittee investigating some of those 
economic problems that will arise. 

I tell you, I have often stood 
aghast at the vista of difficulties that 
will be before us. There is the ques- 
tion of a world shortage of raw ma- 
terials and the question of a world 
shortage of transport, which will, of 
course, greatly affect our own prov- 
ince and the exertions that will be 
necessary to try to make that good. 
The particular committee with which 
I had to do had to go into all these 
questions, and the one matter that 
we had before us was to try to lax 
the foundation so that after that 
shortage our people should have the 
first claim and the Germans should 
have the last. I only mention that 
in a passing way, making one fur- 
ther observation.
